Apparently Kabotage lia.'i been eliminated 
as iin explanation of the coincidence by 
wlilch. between dusk and dawn, two ot the 
woild's most Inmous trains were wrecked 
wUhtii a tew hundred miles of each other. 

This raises a qiie.stlon whether the wrecks 
of the Penn.sylvanla'.s Advance Congressional 
and the New York Central's Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited— and before that ot a Lackn- 
wanna train at Wuyland, N, Y,, and then the 
explosion of an Erie locomotive at Port Jcr- 
vls, N. Y. — were duo to laulty maintenance 
attributable to the war, ■ 

It w^ll be some time, probably, before final 
reports place responsibility lor each ot these 
accidents. Even then, there may be a legltl- 
mntc question whether the series of mishaps 
'was a coincidence — something that might 
have occurred In peace times, with the ut- 
most of preventive attentlori. but Just hap- 
pened to come now, when we" are prepared to 
expect the worst. t - 

If It proves that maintenance fault.'! were 
at least partially responsible, nobody need be 
surprised. The rnllroads have been pressed 
to the limit to handle unprecedented palrou- 
age. They have been forced to use every loco* 
motive and every car eapnblc of slnndlnB un- 
der Its own weight, and to run them day and 
niRht with a minimum of opportunity for 
checkup and linkerlnn. 

Like everybody el.se. the railroads arc 
handicapped by Inability to obtain replace- 
ments of eijulpment, or even ample material 
tor renovation. Shop etiiUpment l.s at a pre- 
mium. Tliey can't expand their working 
lorce.s— they do not even have llielr no 
personnel- of veteran mcn,_because the armed 
forces have taken thou.sands of railroaders, 

It Is to be hoped that every Investigating 
agency will go deeply Into this matter, as 
these and other 'wrecks are checked. Not 
merely to satisfy curiosity, and surely not 
]ust to place the blame. If any. But to find 
out, whether, In view ot the burden they arc 
carrying, the railroads must be given special 
consideration as to manpower and material.' 
and machinery, 

A breakdown In American transportation 
would be extremely damaging to allied i 
tary:.Gper,atlons. It must. not be permitted to 
■"flecur. The time to avert It is In advance. Wc 
must not wait In this, as we have In .so many 
other Instances, until the horse Is stolon be- 
fore we begin looking for a lock for the fitable 
door.

ON ENDING WARS 
Tlic aftermaths ot World War I left ns, as 

a people, satirical and supercilious about 

even a hint of the slogans which featured 

that slriiGgle. 
Wo fought then, ofticially, ''to make the 

world sate for democracy" In a "war to end 

all wars." 

- No sooner did the guns fall silent on the 
western front than democracy, theretofore 
on the wax, began to wane. It" vanished in 
Russia. Italy was taken over by fascism, Ger- 
many by nazism, and In minor nations all 
over the world diclatorshlps'sprang up, or, al- 
ready in existence, strenRthened themselves. 

Out of this movement fnlo totalitarianism 
another and greater world war became in 
cvltable. Now wo are In Its midst. And we an 
more skeptical about the "Ellly Ideall.sm" o: 
talk about ending war. of associations for the 
purpose of preventing ^war. 

Nevertheless, we -now see as never before 
that no two major powers can go to war 
again without dragging In the i^ole world, 
and It won't take much more Global war to 
destroy civilization. 

The Idea ot ending all wars may be silly, 
but whether or no, we arc torced to try. 
Which, presumably. Is why day after day 
practical men, who a lew yesterdays ago 
would have been Isolationists in their Inter- 
national views, come out for intelligent post- 
war collaboration among nations of good will 
to do what Is possible to avert, or at worst 
postpone. World War HI. 

There are, of course, well-meaning but vis- 
ionary schemes for tight permanent organiz- 
ations which will not be acceptable to Amerl- 
cans^t. tor that matter, to British, French, 
Russians, Chinese— because they involve sur- 
render of national Eovereicnties to interna- 
flonal government. 

Practical men are talking about what may 
not be a final soWlon, but at least would bo 
a big step In the right direction. That is an 
extremely close defensLve-offenslve alliance" 
between Great Britain and the United States, 
with looser but still close alliance with Russia 
and China, if po.sslble. 

WlnettDH Churchill, Presltlcnt Roosevelt, 
and the winter-book Republican favorite 
Governor Dewey, all appear committed lo 
Bubsantlally such s course. So are dozens of 
lesser leaders, thowsanda of publicists who 
.may bo supposed to reflect developing public 

ropinlon;— -. —
